| The tariff question involved in the pend- 
|ing measure, Mr. Teller said, depended

The people who lived on 
the routes then gecided the best thing 
to do, if they were to have negro 
riers, was to continue compng to the city 
after their mail. Congressman Eartlett 
continued work, however, and finally got 
what he wanted. Two well-known citi- 
zens of the county have been appointed 
as carriers, and they will be satisfactory 
to the public at large... They are Messrs. 
S. J. Kent, route No. 1, and J. T. Bird- 
song, route No, 2. Route No. 1 will go 
out the Columbus road and make a circuit 
of all that territory, while route No. 2 
will take the Holton road. 

The carriers, after leaving 
o'clock in the morning, are 
return by half-past 3, in order to 
their mail here in time to catch the out- 
afternoon trains.

KILLED HIS WIFE IN RAGE. 


PALLESON SLAYS TWO AND FA- 
TALLY STABS ANOTHER. 


BTorwegian Commits a : Dastardly 
Deed at Washington Without 
Apparent Motive. 


Washington, March H.—In a4 par- 
oxysm of inexplicable rage or possible in- 
sanity Olof Palleson, a Norwegian, stab- 
bed and killed his wife, Josephine, mur- 
dered little Julia Hengesbach, the three- 
year-old daughter of Charles F. Henges- 
bach, a mail carrier, and murderously as- 
saulted the child’s mother, Mary Henges- 
bach this afternoon in front of his home, 
1121 Twenty-fourth street, northwest. 

Mrs. Hengesbach now lies near the 
verge of death at the Columbia hospital 
with seven stab wounds in her body in- 
fliceted by the infuriated Norwegian. Pal- 
lerson narrowly escaped being stoned to 
death at the hands of a crowd of citizens 
which coi gregated ab out the scene of the 
killing and only the prompt arrival of the 
police prevented him being roughly han- 
died by the people. 

‘he motive for the crime is not definite- 
ly known. The only key to the situation 
is furnished by the man’s four-year-old 
Son, who told the policemen that his 
father had been sick and that his mother 
tried ret him take some medicine 
and that he got mad. Palleson stfuck his 
wife with his fist while they were in the 
iparior. She immediately raj ‘out and 
Palleson followed her into the front yard, 
where he stabbed her near the hea-t, kill- 
ing her almost instantly. Mrs. Henges- 
bach was in the house with her child to 
have some dressmaking work done when 
the trouble occurred: and aS soon as she 
saw What had taken place she called for 
help.

Question of Two Conventions or One 
an Absorbing Topic, 


@PeRATION OF LAW OUTLINED 


Committee Consists of Eleven Mem- 
. bers from State at Large, Two 
from Each District and 
Chairman and National 
Committeeman, 


The democratic state executive commit- 
lee. pursuant to the call issued by Chair- 
man F. G. duBignon, will convene in 
this city tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock, 
the committee being called together in 
the ballroom of the Kimball house. In 
this body is vested the right to name the 
date of the state democratic convention, 
to appoint a day for the party primary 
and to suggest to the county committees 
the manner in which the primary shall 
be held. 

The executive committee consists of 
-eleven members from the state at large, 
a chairman, vice chairman, the national 
committeeman of this state, who is ex- 
officio member of the state committee, 
and two members from each congressional 
district, 

The session of the committee which 
opens tomorrow will be for a number of 
reasons one of the most important held 
in recent years and its action on several 
questions of party policy will be watched 
with interest in every portion of Georgia. 
The practical operation of the céonstitu- 
tional amendment which has taken the 
election of circuit court judges and so- 
licitors out of the hands of the lerislature 
and turned it over to the people of the 
different circuits will probably deniand 
more consideration of the committze than 
any other subject. 

Upon this question, however, a large 
majority of the committeemen have al- 
ready spoken and the result of their ac- 
tion has practically been forecasted. But 
two methods of electing circuit court 
judges and solicitors were proposed—one 
‘through the medium of the circuit con- 
vention and the other which provides for 
circuit primaries and allows the people 
say for themselves directly who shali 
occupy the positions of judge and solicitor 
in their respective circuits. 

The majority of the committee has al- 
fady expressed themselves in favor of 
the latter method, taking the position 
that the intent and purpose cf the legis- 
lature can be carried out more nearly in 
that way than in any other; that if the 
constitutional amendment was adopted in 
order to take the election from ithe few 
and give it to the many, it would be 
better to revest the general assembly 
with the power than confer it on still 
smaller bodies such as the circuit con- 
vention. 

Two Convention Ideas. 
Considerable interest has been aroused 
as to the probable action of the com- 
mittee in deciding the convention ques- 
tion and whether it is advisable that two 
conventions should be held, one for the 

Romination of statehouse officers and 
delegates to the national convention and 
the other for the nomination of a United 
States senator and the judiciary to be 
voted for by the people. The prevailing 
Opinion seems to be that the committee 
will decide upon one convention for the 
homination of all candidates successful 
at the primary. 

The difference of opinion, however, on 
this question is general throughout the 
Slate and there is little means of as- 
certaining what the action of the com- 
mittee will be. 

As to the primary, the committee will 
recommend, of course, that it be uni- 
form in date as well as operation all 
Over the state, but the action of the 
committee in this matter is not compul- 
sory on the county organizations and 
there have been instances in which the 
recommendation has been ignored. Such 
& course, however, is unusual, and will 
Probably not occur in any county in the 
State this year. 

Date for Primary. 

Indications point to the selection of an 
farly date, possibly as early as the first 
Week of May. for holding the general pri- 
Mary at which county officers will be 
Voted for. An early date will be de- 
Manded for the primary in case the ex- 
ecutive committee fixed the time of the 
Convention near the first of June. 

A great number of announced candi- 

les for different offices are known to 
favor a late convention and urge that 
it would be best for the platform of the 

Rational party to be first announced be- 
fore the convention is called. This idea, 
of course, contemplates the holding of

FIFTH REGIMENT 
LEADS THe STATE 


Commissions Issued to Colonel 
and Two Majors 


SURPRISE FOR REGIMENT 


Field Officers’ Examining Board Con- 
vened at Capitol Yesterday, 


THOMASON AND LAWTON PRESENT 


The Examjnation of the Three At- 
lantians Was Creditable, and 
They Are the First New 
Officers To Be Com- 
missioned. 


Before the state examining board for 
field officers of the Georgia militia, which 
met yesterday, the new officers of the 
Fifth regiment in Atlanta—Colonel Park 
Woodward, Major J. Van Holt Nash and 
Major W. W. Barker—appeared and ac- 
quitted themselves creditably. Commis- 
sions to each of them were issued at a 
late hour yesterday afternoon and they 
bear the distinction of being the first field 
officers elected February Ist to receive 
commissions from the governor. 

With the three Atlanta’ officers, Major 
R. Earnest Dart, of the First regiment, 
stationed at Brunswick, was also exam- 
ined and outside the Fifth regiment Major 
Dart is the sole newly elected field officer 
who has complied with the law. 

The state examining board was called 
together by Colonel Usha Thomason, of 
the Third regiment, the ranking officer in 
the state and head of the board, and 
Colonel A. R. Lawton, of the First regi- 
ment, came up from Savannah yesterday 
morning in response to the call. Coloneis 
Thomason and Lawton were the 
members of the board present, the others 
being detained by reason of illness and 
Other providential cause. 

The examination had been requested by 
the Atlanta officers regardless of the 
fact that they had two or three weeks 
longer in which to prepare for the diffi- 
cult test. The cfficers, including Major 
Dart, of Brunswick, were assembled be- 
fore the board in the office of Assistant 
Adjutant General Phill Byrd, and the ex- 
amination, which was an exceedingly diffi- 
cult one, had been compléted before 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Colonel Lawton returned to Savannah 
yesterday morning after having completed 
his work on the board, and expressed 
his gratification at the excellence of the 
examination papers from all four of the 
officers who stood the test. 

The Fifth regiment, while last of all 
the regiments in line organization, is first 
of all in point of field organization, and it 
will probably be two weeks before any 
other regiment in the state reaches the 
Fifth in this respect. 

Colonel Thomason, the head of the ex- 
amining board, stated last night that 
Colonel Huguenin, of the Second regiment 
at Macon, had requested an examination, 
waving the time limit as the Atlanta 
officers had done. He said, however, 
that the date of the next meeting of the 
board was uncertain, but that it would be 
held either in Macon or in Madison. 

‘tne brother officers of Colonel Wood- 
ward, Major Nash and Major Barker were 
congratulating them in the name of the 
regiment last night for the manner. in 
which they had taken the lead in the 
matter of examination, thereby putting 
the Fifth in first place. 

It is probable that within a short time 
an election will be held in the Fifth regi- 
ment for lieutenant colonel, as Inspector 
General Obear, who was chosen for that 
responsible place, cannot accept it on 
account of a previous commission in the 
state militia. 

No name has yet been suggested for 
the office of lieutenant colonel, but it is 
said that one of the newly elected majors 
will be chosen when the time comes. 

The election of Colonel Obear, which 
was practically unanimous, was a pop- 
ular selection with the regiment, and 
while it was generally understood at the 
time that he could not accept the place, 
it was given him as a compliment for his 
excellent services in the stage militia.

“No blame can attach to Nicaragua 
or any other Central American state for 
our truckling to Great Britain and thus 
confusing the question and postvoning 
the construction of the canal. Those 
countries have exhibited a liberal disposi- 
tion whenever encouraged by any show 
of sincerity on our part. When Great 
Britain ‘had seized a foothold on the Mus- 
quita coast and was seeking, through co- 
ercion of Honduras, to secure. the pro- 
posed western end of a canal and was 
using all the power of hér diplomacy and 
the terror of her arms to break our in- 
fluence with the Central American coun- 
tries, those plucky little states adhered 
squarely to us, conceded all we'asked, in- 
curred the fury of Great Britain and 


plished by (Mr. Squires in Nicaragua and 
Honduras when a weak and truckling ad- 
ministration opened the Pandora’s dvx 
of our Central American woes by ne- 
gotiating the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
That treaty contemplated the immediate 
construction of a commenrgial canal to 
which both English and American capital 
would contribute and which obligated 
both England and America to refrain 
from colonizing or fortifying in the vi- 
cinity. In other words our government 
bought a humiliating peace which has 
been worse than war for fifty years. 
When we were busy with the Mexican 
war, England, thinking to utilize an op- 
portunity afforded by the distress of 
others, appropriated some land in the vi- 
cinity of the canal and planted her guns 
upon it. Our administration was afraid 
to make the issue with her then and at 


| the same time was tempted by the allur- 


ing prospect of English capital to help 
build the canal; so instead of notifying 
her to move off, trusting to the resources 
of our own hemisphere to construct the 
canal and work out our own destiny, the 
administration negotiated the most ab- 
ject and embarrassing treaty that has 
ever crippled our progress or compromised 
our honor. 

Does Not Complain of England. 

“But we have no right to complain of 
England. She extinguishes weak govern- 
ments and appropriates their survivors 
and territory through her settled policy 
of aggrandizement, seorning to stop and 
blush for any of her conduct. Her gov- 
ernment is constitutud and equipped for 
aggression and vassalage. She asks 
strong power for what sHe wants and if 
the gether party is foolish enough to con- 
cede it, she takes it. If she overreaches 
or intimidates her equals she cannot be 
blamed. I am alike exempt from Anglo- 
phobia and immune against Anglomania. 
We resemble her in a great many re- 
spects. Both administrations proceed on 
the Plymouth Rock doctrine—‘Look out 
for the behavior of other people and al- 
low no discussion of your own conduct, 
however reprehensible.’ We are both 
loud in our professions in favor of in- 
ternational arbitration and the preserva- 
tion of the world’s peace: at the same 
time refuse to arbitrate with those we 
think we cafi whip, while we seize upon 
tie most transparent pretexts to wage 
‘bloody and atrocious wars against liberty 
solely for political and commercial a4- 
vantage. We are much alike in our dis- 
interested friendship and aid to the <Al- 
mighty, in whose name and in the spread 
of whose gospel and Kingdom all gui- 
rages are professedly committed, The 
English pretend to ibelieve that in all

their atrocities they are the vice-regents 
of Jehovah. No less vehemently and de- 
voutly do some of our patriots proclaim 
their ‘belief that Hannaism a divine 
agency to extend the reign of trusts, cor- 
ruption and earpet bag government over 
the benignited islands of the sea.
